The annual report of the De of 
Agriculture on the lrish migratory 
the wages of agricultural iabourers in Ireland 
was issued yesterday. The number of | 
who migrated in 1915 was 30,000, the same sum- 
ber as in 1914, but a decrease of 2,000 on that 
of 1913. In 1900 the numer was 32,000, so that 
the figures show a progressive decrease. Very 
few migrants leave Leinster or Munster; roughly, 
three-fourths of the total go from Connaught 
and one-fourth from Ulster. The are— 
Connaught, 5,258 ; Uleter, 1,845; Munster, 204; 
Leinster, 47. These are taken from the 
returns compiled of intending migrants, but a 
gteat many. migrate without giving notice of 
their intention. The number of males was 
6,927, and of females 427. The total number of 
migrants enumerated as going to England was 
4,776, and all of these, with the exception of 
192, cume from Connaught, 3,706, or 78 per cent., 
coming from Co. Mayo alone. During the sea- 
son they follow a considerable me After 
the hay-making in Lancashire and Yorkshire, 
they find further employment in these counties 
at turnip hoeing, etc., and then move to Lin 
colushire and N i ire for the 
corn harvest: thence to Warwickshire, Btafford- 
shire, and Chesbire for potato digging.

potatoes, milk or beer. At piecework they 
earned up to 358, and even 40s. i week. 

The total number of migrants enumerated as 
zoing to Seotland was 2,205, of whom 1,579 were 
from Ulster and 622 from Connaught. There 
were 1,538, or 70 I eont. of the whole, from 
Co. Donegal, and 565, or 26 per cent., from Co. 
Mayo. These laboure's were chiefly engaged at 
potato lifting, at which many of them put in 
twenty weeks They start work in i 
early in June, but later in the season scatter 
over the country, and return to Ireland in No- 
vember, In 1915 the ed usually about 25s.

way. The State aid by which the Brothers 
carry on their excellent schools is derived from 
the grant for Intermediate Education, but, as 
the attendance of boys of the working classes 
13 irregular, and for other reasons, they cannot 
be prepared for the Intermediate Exammations.
